DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarl<s filed 1 1/21/09 have been 
fully considered and entered. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 and 1 1 
have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. There 
were no amendments to the claims. The proper claims have been rejected below in a 
new art rejection provided from a reference submitted by Applicant. All previously 
applied rejections are withdrawn except for the Double Patenting rejection, as the 
Terminal Disclaimer was disqualified. 

2. Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 10/19/09 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 10/579923 
has been reviewed and is found to be unacceptable. Specifically, Commonly owned is 
needed after the enforceable clause the words "legal title" do not include common 
ownership as to equitable title, see 37 CFR 1 .321 (c)(3). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
the Abstract of DE 3506132 (A1). 
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DE 3506132 discloses a solid fire protection composition for the production of 
fire protection elements and for coating components and building parts, which is made 
using water glass and an organic binder and has a solid consistency. The water glass is 
formulated into a hydrogel comprising from 1 .00 to 12% by weight of Si02, from 0.25 to 
6% by weight of Na20 from 0.25 to 14% by weight of reaction products of an organic 
and/or inorganic acid which reacts to form a gel with sodium water glass, and 
remainder: water. A preservative is mixed with the water before the hydrogel formation. 
The hydrogel is solidified by means of at least one organic binder to give the 
transparent solid fire protection composition.
